An old 
log bani on the McGinley farm was 
used to house young stock and store 
hay and grain. The liberal use of 
lime, together with heavy applica­ 
tions of manure, caused more abun­ 
dant 
crops, 
and of 
special 
im­ 
portance was the 
value of 
clover 
hay. 
The type of farming was general 
grain and hay crops 
with a few 
dairy cows and some feeder cattle. 
Harry married Miss Jennie De or­ 
do rfl in December 1903.

E. Brown leased the farm on a crop 
rental, basis, and Mr. and Mrs. G. E.

Floyd, Merle and 
Harold, with death claiming Merle 
when eight months of age. 
Farming as tenant farhiers for

House Renovated 
In 1912 the farm house was reno­ 
vated, a basement was provided, hot 
water heat and a pressure water 
system were installed.

Two reports were received from 
the autom obile accident insurance 
com m ittee.

report,

ch airm an ; R ichard H enry Klein, of 
N orthum berland; R 
W. 
Knox, of 
W ashington. 
and

L. 
W right, of M ontgomery. 
T h e m inority report w as signed 
by J. Borton Weeks, p r u d e n t of 
the K eystone autom obile club; C. 
Brew ster Rhoads, 
of 
Philadelphia, 
and D ouglass D Storey, of 
H arris­ 
burg. 
B itte rly D e b a te d 
Prior to approval of the m ajority 
report. Lewis and W eeks engaged in 
b itter debate. 
A sserting 
th at 2000 
persons 
are 
killed every year in 
Pennsylvania, Lewis declared there 
are a "m illion autom obiles opt ratin g 
in th e state w ithout a 
nickel 
be­ 
hind them ."

IEN the people of th e e a rth come to acknow ledge th at com m erce is 
but a form of service, an d th a t in cooperation lies the hope an d h a p ­ 
piness of the world, th e re will be little need of g reat arm am ents to carry 
out the selfish and cruel designs of isolated ty ran ts.

dian massacre. 
This young or­ 
chard yields 8,000 bushels of peach­ 
er and 18,000 to 20,000 bushels of 
apples each year. 
The other orchard of 185 acres is 
on historic ground and is owned by 
B E. Benner. 
Its name. Elvista 
meaning sees everything, describe?, 
its location. Its annual yield is al­ 
most 40,000 bushels of apples. 
Tile third is known as Elevation 
Orchard and is located at 
Jack’s 
Mountain. 
Orchards Employ Many 
Tile orchards are a contributing 
factor to 
the community, 
for all 
these orchards employ all men avail­ 
able during the rush season. These 
enterprises are a vital factor in giv- 
i ing work to many unemployed 
in 
! this community. 
Fairfield is 
supplied 
with milk 
from two dairies, one on either side 
of the town. One is part of an old 
stone farm house with its fine nat­ 
ural spring. This stone farm house 
is dated 1864, so that it is one of 
the older constructions of the com­ 
munity. This farm is owned by P. 
G, Sanders. The other dairy is lo­ 
cated within the borough limits and 
is owned by H. E, Brown and sons 
These two dairies supply milk daily 
to tile town and outlying commu­ 
nities such as Fairfield Station. Orr­ 
tanna and Cashtown. 
Fairfield has also some natural 
lesources, including stone quarries 
A new lune kiln has been opened 
recently. 
With its historic value, resources, 
fine farms, excellent crops and its 
beauty, this community commands 
the Interest of its citizens and tour­ 
ists.

Milk Route Begun 
In the spring of 1923 Mr Brown 
started a milk route in Fairfield 
and vicinity with a horse drawn 
milk wagon. The milk w'agon gave 
way to an auto truck in 1932 and the 
milk route was enlarged to include 
Iron Springs. Orrtanna, and Cash­ 
town. 
When the milk route was 
begun about 30 quarts of milk wert* 
delivered daily, while at the present 
time many times that many quarts 
of milk are delivered daily. 
In August 1929 the barn, filled to

crops, 
was struck by lightning 
and 
was 
completely destroyed by fire. 
Immediate steps were taken to re­ 
place the barn and within several 
weeks a new bam was built. 
The two sons, Floyd and Harold, 
are married and are working with 
their father in making the Brown 
dairy a success. 
Farm of 175 Acres 
Occasionally additional land ad­ 
joining the farm 
was 
purchased 
and today the farm consists of 175 
acres with modern farm buildings, 
equipped with labor saving devices. 
The farm land is very fertile with 
i crop yields far above the average 
for the county. 
Milk is produced by a herd of 
pure bred cattle, T. B. tested and 
blood tested for Bangs disease un­ 
der state and federal 
supervision, 
housed in a modem dairy bam, and 
fed balanced rations. 
The milk is cooled, bottled, and 
stored in a refrigerator, deliveries 
are made daily,

The hamlet of Fairfield, with its i 
fertile soil, its streams of water and ' 
its surrounding 
hills,

The first progress in 
transportation to and from Fair­ 
field was made in 1887 by the rail­ 
road.

established and

Alter the 
first year one of its present citi­ 
zens.
